Behrens delegates to the congres­ 
sional convention, to be held in 
Humansville. June 26, and John H. 
Hope and David Lindsay as alter­ 
nates. 
It then elected T. B. Anderson, 
U. F. Sargent and O. B. Townsley 
as delegates, and T. J. Everhart, 
G. B. Lamm and J. C. Jones, alter­ 
nates, to the state convention, to be 
held in this city July 30. 
From a populistic standpoint, the 
meeting was a howling success, ex­ 
actly twelve members 
being pres­ 
ent.

Derby this afternoon, one and one- 
half miles, for a purse of ^20,000, 
was probably the greatest race ever 
witnessed in America. 
It was won 
by Byron McClelland's Prince Lief. 
The track record of Miss Wood- 


of 2:34, 
was 
lowered one second. 
About half a 
million dollars changed hands on 
the result. 


Prince Lief won by a ’ nose from 
Ben Brush, in the last ten yards, in 
a terrific finish. 


Two of the other five races broke 
track records and two others tied. 


During the past two days there 
has been considerable talk of a new 
electric line in Sedalia, to be con­ 
structed along the following streets: 
Starting from the Union depot, 
south on Osage to Second, east to 
Massachusetts, south to Third, east 
to the Katy passenger depot and 
thence 
to 
Third 
and 
Engineer 
streets, the eastern terminus. 
This line would land passengers 
from East Sedalia within one block 
of Sicher's, would pass the post- 
office, 
Kaiser's hotel, 
the opera 
house and connect with the Union 
depot. 


If upon the petition of fifty prop­ 
erty owners on the proposed line 
the 
company already owning the 
franchise 
does 
not complete the 
line in a specified period, then any 
other company can construct it. 
Judge Metsker was seen last night 
and said that for the time being the 
extension of the Forest park line to 
Brown's Springs 
was all that he 
could undertake. 


He has considered the extension 
of the East Third street line from 
Lamine street to the M., K. & T. 
depot, and expects to build it in 
time, but IS not prepared to take 
any steps in that direction for the 
present. 


That 
the 
proposed line would 
prove a paying one is almost be­ 
yond question, and if Judge Mets­ 
ker does not care to construct it 
other local capitalists stand pre­ 
pared to do the work.

POWER OF THE BOLTERS. 
The ominous feature of the bolt 
from the republican national co n ­ 
vention is the power of the bolters 
to defeat the republican party in its 
dearest aspirations. 
All of the enthusiasm and vigor 
that is left in that party in recent 
years hinges upon the idea of a 
protective tariff, and these bolters 
number among them enough United 
States senators to absolutely defeat 
every 
attempt 
to 
increase 
tariff 
duties. 
Not only do the bolters possess 
the power to nullify every effort of 
M cK inley 
and 
his 
followers 
to 
revive McKinleyisra, but they have 
announced their purpose to do so 
and even carried that purpose into 
execution by defeating the Dingley 
bill in the last congress. 
Then where is 
the enthusiasm 
coming from? 
The managers cannot go to the 
workingmen with 
the 
old fallacy 
about protection increasing wages, 
for every voter will know in ad­ 
vance that there can be no protec­ 
tive legislation, 
and men do not 
grow enthusiastic when they know 
that the movement in which they 
are asked to engage will be barren 
of results. 
The protectionists have M c K i n ­ 
ley, but in getting the disciple they 
have lost the thing itself. 
The gold advocates are the real 
victors.

After the war the flag was adver­ 
tised for in New York and R ich ­ 
mond papers, but not 
a word 
was 
heard regarding it until last week, 
when a lady at Minneapolis wrote 
to 
an 
old schoolmate 
of 
ante­ 
bellum days at Bedford City, 
Va., 
where three companies of the regi­ 
ment were raised, making inquiry of 
friends, and 
among 
other things 
stating that a flag of a Virginia reg­ 
iment was at Minneapolis. 
It 
proved to be the colors so 
much sought after, which had been 
captured by a command from M in ­ 
neapolis. 
More than a generation 
has passed, and the lost llag has 
been found. 
An effort will be made 
at once by the ex-confederates to 
secure the flag and have it on ex­ 
hibition at Richmond June 30th as 
one of the relics of Picket's old 
command.

The Tragic 
Fate o f a Trespassing 
Gro tund OwL 
Althoujzh fhe woodpeck er is indus­ 
trious, provideii't and peaceful, he is 
not to be trifled with or ty rannized 
over with inipimilty ,, as the following 
incident will show: 
A oompanion and I on an Aug^ust 
day pitched o^r camp at a spring on 
the table lands of the ridge dividing 
Ojal from Saiita CLara valley , say s a 
writer in the Portland Daily Press. 
About the spring stands a large 
grove of live oak s. 
In one of these 
not far from the tent door a pair of 
woodpeck ers 
had, for y ears, no 
doubt, made their dwelling place. 
Somewliat shy of us at first, the birds 
in a few day s paid little attention to 
our presence. 
It has frequently 
amused us of a sultry afternoon, as 
we lounged upon the buJflalo robes 
laid on the shaded grass, to observe 
the birds with whoso labors the 
warmth appeared to have little to do. 
We had camped there a week or 
ten day s, when before day break one 
morning we heard a commotion 
about the home of our staid neigh­ 
bors. 
Our attention was attracted 
by their shi'ill outcries and the whir 
of their wings among the branches 
overhead. 
11 had no sooner grown 
light enough to see than we pushed 
back the flap of the tent door and 
peered out to ascertain the cause of 
disturbance. 
It soon became apparent that 
a 
little tecolote, or ground owl, at the 
approach of day had tak en lodging 
in the hollow occupied by the wood­ 
peck ers, to their consternation. But 
the return of day brought courage to 
the rightful owners, and they reso­ 
lutely set about finding means to 
eject the invader. 
They tried bluff­ 
ing awhile about the only aperture 
to the hollow tree, but to little pur­ 
pose, other than to cause the tocolote 
to peck at them when they appeared 
to be about to thrust themselves in. 
At 
last, finding 
that neither 
threats nor entreaties were lik ely to 
be effective, and resolved that if they 
were to be deprived of their home it 
would be the last of that ty rannical 
owl, the woodpeck ers brought pres­ 
ently from another part of the grove 
an oak ball of the size of the aper­ 
ture, and, driving it tightly into the 
hole, withdrew to another hollow 
tree, leaving the bird^of prey hermet­ 
ically sealed up. 
After several day s, when we start­ 
ed to return to San Buenaventure, 
the ball was still in the hole, and the 
woodpeck ers, settled in their new 
home, were going about their busi­ 
ness as if there had never been a 
tecolote.
